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Selectmen hold up funds 
for veterans’ club

A $750 appropriation to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars will be 
withheld from the Nee Ellsworth 
Post in Wilmington pending the 
Outcome of a court case and police 
investigation into a recent alleged 
racial incident at the Main Street 
headquarters, 

VFW Commander Elmer Parker 
allegedly refused a fishing club 
access to quarters and ejected a 
black mémber of the fishing club 
from the building after making 
pointed comments about his race. 
The charges have triggered a 
police investigation into the matter 
and the alleged civil rights 
violation was due to go to court 
yesterday (Tuesday). 


Parker facing’ 
arraignment 
on August 19 


Wilmington V.F.W. Commander 
Elmer Parker faces arraignment in 
Woburn District Court on August 
19, to answer a charge of criminal 
civil rights violation arising from 
an alleged incident on June 18. 

On Tuesday, First Assistant Clerk 
Magistrate Bennie Berardi ruled 
that sufficient evidence existed to 
justify the criminal complaint tial. 

According to witnesses, Parker 
on June 18 ejected the members of a 
Wilmington fishing club from the 
V.F.W. post, allegedly they 
had brought a black man into the 
club with them. Parker allegedly 
hurled racial epithets at the group 
while ejecting them, and refunded 
the money the fishing club had paid 
to use the V.F,W. hall for their 
monthly meetings. 

Inspector Mike Celata from the 
Wilmington police was on hand for 
the probable cause hearing Tues- 
day in Woburn District Court, as 
were a few members of the fishing 
club and of the V.F.W.

Selectman Bob Cain asked about 
the legality of withholding moncy 
voted by town meeting and 
questioned if the board was "pu- 
nishing" an entire group for the 


action of one individual. Town 
Manager Michael Caira said the 
board could direct him to withhold 
the funds on a temporary b: 

Chester Bruce was angered by the 
alleged incident. 

"This should not happen any- 
where in this town. Let the club 
clean up its own act," he said. 
Bruce went along with Haldane's 
Suggestion but modified it so that 
the funds would only be withheld 
until the court case is settled and 
the VFW takes action on the 
court's decision 

The board unanimously favored 
both the motion and the

Hearing slated 
for ‘vicious: dogs

Dog owners Richard Jackson of 
Salem Street and John Eldredge 
and Kelly Welch of Hopkins Street 
are being invited to appear before 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men next month to answer 
complaints about their animals. 
Records show that all of the dogs 
have been deemed "vicious" since 
they have bitten or attacked 
another animal. 

Complaints on the two dogs 
owned by Jackson and the dog 
owned by the Hopkins Street 
residents have been filed with the 
board of health, Because the attacks 


were against animals and not 
humar’ beings, health officials said 
the two cases are out of their 
jurisdiction and a final decision to 
either restrain or*remove the dogs 
is now up to selectmen, 

On Monday, selectmen agreed to 
act on the recommendation of the 
town manager to hold a hearing 
August 24 to decide on the fate of 
the dogs. All parties involved will 
be invited to appear before the 
board at that time. Selectman 
Chester Bruce suggested, in order 
to avoid opening a "Pandora's 
Box," only legitimate cases 
recommended by health officials be 
brought before his board. 
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Boy makes a wish, 
family takes a trip

Every youngster dreams of hav- 
ing his wish come true. Jonathan 
Bamberg is about to have his 
granted in a big way. 

On Wednesday, Jonathan and his 
family embarked on a five week 
cross country camping trip made 
possible by the Make a Wish 
Foundation of Boston. The dream 
to view some of this country's 
natural beauty is shared by Jona- 
than's parents Beth and Dan, older 
brothers Joey,13, and Peter, 11, 
and younger siblings Andrew,6, 
Danielle,3, and four months old 
Martin, the newest member of the 
family. 

Jonathan himself is nine years old 
and a student at the Shawsheen 
School. Two years ago he was 
diagnosed with leukemia. A week 
later he went into remission and 
has been in remission ever since. 
But living with leukemia hasn't 
been easy. It's meant monthly visits 
to the Pediatric Oncology Clinic at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
which put the family in touch with 
the Make a Wish Foundation. It's 
meant chemotherapy treatments to 
kill off the bad cells in Jonathan's 
body and reduce the number of 
white cells. It's taken extra effort 
to keep up the family's spirit and 
remain positive in the face of 
uncertainty and Jonathan's pain. 
It's been hard on his mom, who 
most often was the one who 
accompanied her son to the clinic. 
It's also been hard on Jonathan's 
brothers and sister who were often 
overlooked by well-meant visitors 
bringing gifts to their brother. 

"We've all been through alot. All 
the kids had to give up things. 
Jonathan's taking shots every week. 
I could not imagine most kids 
going through what he has gone 
through," says Dan. 

But all that will be put aside, for 
a little while at least, as the family 
falfills a dream and follows their 
planned itinerary, Their journey 
‘will take them through the Nor- 
thern Plains te places like the 


Badlands, Big Horn, Yellowstone, 


and the Grand Tetons. Once they 
reach the West Coast, the 
Bambergs plan to visit Disneyland 
and take in an Oakland A's game 
before heading home through the 
Southwest. On the way they will 
visit such attractions as Mesa 
Verde, the Grand Canyon, and Mt. 
Rushmore, which to Jonathan will 
be the highlight of his whole trip. 
This trip has been in the back of 
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the family's mind for a long time. 
“Last fall we discussed the possi- 
bility of making such ‘a trip. But 
we realized we really couldn't 
afford to do it at that time," 
explains Dan, who works for Lotus 
Development Corp. in Cambridge. 
While the rest of the family had 
dropped the subject temporarily, 
Jonathan kept bringing it up. In 
December, with the encouragement 


of Jonathan's doctors at Mass 
General, the Bambergs decided to 
apply to the Make a Wish 
Foundation. 

The Foundation sent the volun- 
teer team of Linda Sherleto and 
Lisa Koslowsky to the Bamberg's 
home to interview them and write 
down not one wish but two, just in 
case the first couldn't be fulfilled, 

"We were not sure they could 
pull it off. But then things kept 
falling into place," remembers Dan 
with a smile, The trip is looked on 
by Dan as an educational oppor- 
tunity to show his children the 
wonders of their own country. But 
it will also give the whole family 
some much needed time together 
without the distractions of work, 
doctor's visits, and everday life, 

According to Bonnie Clark, a 
spokesman for the Make a Wish 
Foundation, the family will travel 
in a 34 foot long motor home 
donated by Holiday Rambler. The 
$80,000 luxury recreational 
vehicle will be filled with $1500 
worth of gas throughout the 
journey. That gas is being donated 
by Amoco and Mobil Oil. Other 
donations include 28 free nights at 
Kampgrounds of America, free 
passes to Disneyland and the 
Oakland A's donated by officials of 
those organizations, and $2,000 in 
spending money donated by the 
Foundation itself. Along the way. 
other chapters of the Make a Wish 
Foundation will provide some 
“extras" and the Bambergs have a 
standing invitation to a tour and 
reception at the Holiday Rambler 
plant in: Indiana. The highlight of 
that visit is sure to be the giant 
cake featuring a map of the 
Bamberg's route acrdss the United 
States. 

Before leaving Wilmington, Jona- 
than and his dad made a 
memorable appearance on the Tom 
Bergeron radio show on WBZ 
Tuesday and were interviewed by 
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the local cable station, Excitement 
built Tuesday night when Dan 
drove, the sleek white and blue 
motor home up from Auburn and 
into the family's driveway for the 
very first time. As he pulled in, 
multi-colored balloons tied to the 
side porch floated in the breeze. 
Inside the family was gathered with 
Linda and Lisa, who were on hand 
to share in the results of all their 
planning and hard work. Supper 
was on hold that night until pizza 
was delivered to the front door, 
somewhere around 7:45 p.m, 

"It's been a long day,” said Dan a 
little wearily, But he brightens as 
hé adds "we're’ just really excited 
and ready to go." 

While the family is away, rela- 
tives will house-sit for them,

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- TOXIC members 
still seek answers

Judy Fittery and Ken Meuse from 
TOXIC, a local group formed to 
learn more about materials buried 
in Rocco's Landfill in Tewksbury 
and ways to contain possible 
contamination, told Wilmington 
selectmen Monday they are still 
seeking answers, They said though 
the sense of urgency has declined 
somewhat with the release of a 
recent report stating only low 
levels of arsenic and lead have been 
found on site, TOXIC continues to 
meet with state and local officials 
in order to afford protection to 
their neighborhood. 


TOXIC members have been 
seeking to make the property-a 
Superfund Site and, more imme- 
diately, to surround the area-with a 
fence to keep out Yocal children, 
who often play on the dirt piles and 
debris. Fittery said Monday she 
had been told to call an EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy) agent to check-out the possi- 
bility that a chemical barrel site in 
Wilmington, that is adjacent to the 
dump, is also a Superfund Site. 

In an update before Wilmington 
sclectmen, Fittery said her group 
as well as congressional leaders and 
Tewksbiiry Officials balked at the 
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second report stating chemicals 
found were not above toxic levels. 
While they hope that’s true, said 
Fittery and Meuse, they want 


another test conducted to make | 


sure of the report's accuracy. They 
claim there is too big a discrepancy 
between the first test done on site 
and the second. The first test 
revealed 67 different contaminants 
were present in the water, soil, and 
air, said Fittery. That test was done 
in warmer weather while the 
second was done in the winter 
during a cold snap. Both members 
claim the weather conditions may 
be partly responsible_for the 
discrepancy in findings. 

"We're concerned; they’ re not 
thorough enough for us," said 
Meuse. 

Fittery also reported that the 
Tewksbury Board of Health will be 
doing a health study in conjunction 
with the John Snow Institute within 
a three mile radius of the landfill. 
She added Tewksbury officials 
would like to coordinate their 
efforts with that of their counter- 
parts in Wilmington to do a more 
conclusive study. The landfill bor- 
ders the town of Wilmington 
Tewksbury plans to put up No 
Trespassing signs to keep children 
and the curious out of the entire 
landfill area. 

Meetings have been ongoing with 
local and state politicians, Fittery 
said a mecting would be held 
Tuesday with state representatives, 
the EPA, the attorney general's 
office, and- others to continue to 
seek answers. Senator Pat 
McGovern and Rep. James Miceli 
have already put in a request for a

KEOGH TAX FORMS 
ARE DUE 

Here's a reminder for 
self-employed individuals with 
Keogh plans; the annual report to 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
covering all activity in the plan 
through the end of last year, is 
due by July 31. 

The IRS has made it easier to 
comply. If, for instance, you have 
a one-participant plan (a spouse 
doesn't count) with less than 
$100,000 in it, you don't have to 
file. Note that all one-participant 
plans owned by the same 
employer must be combined to see 
if you're exempt from filing, If 
you terminated the plan in 1991, 
you must file. Form 5500EZ is 
designed for single participant 
plans. Schedule P, an annual 
return of the employee benefit 
trust, is usually required with it. 

If an employer has more than 
one plan, and they aggregate more 
than $100,000, he or ‘she must 
file, even if it is a one participant 
plan, and a separate form must be 
filed for each plan, 

If you need an extension of two 
and a half months or more, 
complete form 5558 before the 
due date of the 5500 return.

With the rate of violent crimes’on 
the rapid increase, Rep. James R.

The latest in a wave 
of new proposais is the passage of 
the "No Bail" bill by the House of 
Representatives. This measure 
grants judges more freedom to deny 
and individual's release on bail if 
the alleged assailant poses a threat to 
the safety of another individual or 
community. 

Miceli hopes the 
implementation of this law will 
deter violent crimes by keeping 
those charged with crimes off the 
streets until they go to trial. He also 
hopes that this will discourage 
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future offenders from engaging in 
violent crimes. 

The "No Bail" bill passed easily 
through the House of Represen- 
tatives and is presently being acted 
on by the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee.

A misunderstanding led Wilming- 
ton selectmen to table a decision to 
choose an auditing firm for the 
town until their next meeting 
August 24. Members of the Audit 
Advisory Committee said Monday 
they would provide the board with 
the pros and cons of each of the 
four firms which were most 
qualified so selectmen can make the 
final decision. 

Former Finance Committee 
members Paul Palizzolo and Neil 
Waisnor and selectmen Chairman 
Mark Haldane were appointed in 
May to serve on the audit commit- 
tee to sift through the candidates 
and make a recommendation to the 
board. It was the Committee's un- 
derstanding that meant recommen- 
ding the most qualified firm to the 
board. At Monday's selectmen's 
meeting the committee unanimous- 
ly recommended the Winchester 
firm of Tucci and Rosselli. It was 
felt this firm had the broadest 
experience in municipal audits and 
could have the most experienced 
staff person devote the most hours 
to Wilmington audits for the years 
1991 through 1993, In addition, 
Tucci and Rosselli submitted the 
lowest bid. 

A total of 12 companies sent in 
proposals, including J.: Deislinger, 
a local firm. Besides Tucci and 
Rosselli and J. Deislinger, other fi-

Bob Cain reminded the com- 
mittee it was the selectmen's 
responsibility to make the final 
decision and asked for information 
on all four firms, Haldane said 
selectmen could accept or reject the 
committee's choice. Palizzolo said 
it was his understanding the com- 
mittee was formed to make’ the 
selection job easier for selectmen 
by recommending only the best 
firm, 

In the end, a decision was tabled 
until the requested information is 
forthcoming. Palizzolo said he 
could have it by the board's next 
meeting.

leader of the true Wilmington Housing Authority "network." 

For years, Miceli has controlled his cronies, Ella Belmore, A. 
Daniel Gillis and Joan Sadowski, and, through them, the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. After all, if the state 
representative can get a constituent's mother into elderly 
housing without being bothered by “technicalities” like waiting 
lists and housing preferences, it yields major political dividends. 
For a rep known for constituent services, access to the Housing 
Authority has been vital. 

It is a coincidence that Belmore, Sadowski and Gillis are seen 
more-often with each other than Clinton, Gore and Hillary — 
it's a field day for conspiratorialists, 

Gillis, Belmore and Sadowski all contribute to Miceli's 
campaigns. Miceli returns the financial favors when they face 
the voters. This is the real "network." 

The "network's" gradual demise began in 1990 when Michael 
Donovan was élected to the Wilmington Housifig Authority and 
began to challenge the political abuses of the Miceli gang. 
Shortly after the resignation of another Miceli contributor, 
Elaine Hachey, from them W.H.A., the Weld Administration 
appointed Tom Siracusa to the state slot, over the objection of 
(surprise!) James Robert, who saw his grip over the Authority 
slipping. 

After Belmore continually failed to abide by Authority 
directives and steadfastly refused to provide commissioners with 
financial and other information requested, the Authority, in 
accordance with procedures furnished by the state E.0.C.D., 
voted to terminate her contract. Miceli went ballistic, screaming 
at the state officials that'they must save his friend and his-power. 

When the U.S. Department- of Housing and Urban 
Development became involved Miceli went screaming at the 
Feds that they should stay out of the controversy. Why would 
the state representative put his personal prestige on the line 
unless there was something to be gained or something to hide? 

Also,. Miceli was behind Belmore at the Conservation 
Commission ...until she was fired. 

"J.G. Rose" (or is it J.:R. Miceli?) makes accusations without 
identifying a motive or the harm the alleged "network" has 
caused. If ‘political trickery" is at work, we should look at those 
who have two decades of experience in "political trickery."

_, Miceli thrives on it. He has built fences that divide and then 
attempts to conquer the divided factions.

Briefly in Politics 

The Town Crier has learned the Wilmington School 
Committee is contemplating a contract buyout proposal .which 
would hasten the departure of Superintendent of Public Schools 
Bill Fay. The local education board recently cast a unanimous 
vote to sidestep renewing Fay’s contract which would expire in 
December. 

Lawyers for the committee and superintendent are reportedly 
meeting to negotiate "what Fay’s entitled to and maybe a little 
more" a highly placed school official told the Town Crier. The 
source said, however, that any buyout package would pale in 
comparison to the highly controversial and well remembered 
buyback check which was the departing gift to Fay's predecessor 


Bob Horan, who left Wilmington with more than $64,000 in 
sick time and vacation time buyback. 

Any such payment to Fay is likely to be considerably smaller 
as Fay does not enjoy the 100 percent buyback benefit which 
was a plum in Horan's contract. 

..In Tewksbury, Merrimack Valley congressional candidates 
are surveying their new turf. In the new redistricting plan 
Tewksbury was taken from the seventh district and attached to 
the fifth, where a sizzling battle for a seat in congress is being 
fought on both the Democratic and Republican sides. 

G.O.P. candidates Mike Conway and Paul Cronin have 
spent the past month slugging it out, each trying to paint the 
other as "establishment." Cronin formally announced his 
candidacy this week and added media consultant Charlie 
Manning to his.campaign team. Manning is known for an 
aggressive campaign style and may be planning a counterattack 
to Conway's salvos that Cronin has improperly raised money as 
a candidate through his connections at Massport, where he is a 
gubematorial appointee to the board of directors. 

Conway was the first to enter the fifth district race and made a 
media splash earlier in the year with his rubber checks (literally 
rubber), a spoof on the check-kiting scandal in Congress. 

On the Democratic side, Tewksbury voters will be familiar 
with former First Assistant District Attorney Marty Meehan 
who also announced his candidacy this week, making a stop in 
Tewksbury. Meehan is taking on the incumbent Chester 
Atkins who announced his re-election bid the same day.

environmental notes

Bottled water is the fastest growing 
beverage in the country. It is a_ 
billion dollar business, which is why 
soft drink and beer companies are 
getting into the market. The boom in 
bottled water sales can be attributed 
mainly to a poorly informed media's 
portrayal of tap water as unhealth- 
ful. This bad rap on tap water has 
made the public believe that if they 
can buy it in plastic jugs in the 
supermarket, they will-be better off. 
This line of thinking is not only 
erroncous, it is expensive. 

Now, there a new wrinkle to the 
bottled water craze, Some entrepre- 
neurs are trying to capitalize on the 
consumer's di8taste for tap water by 
selling them — tap water. 

Recently, the Wilmington Board of 
Health reviewed a proposed waer 


* vending machine to be located in the 


old Fotomat building at Lucci's 
parkinglot. Similar water dispensers 
have been tried in other parts of New 
England. The usual location is in a 
local supermarket. It is designed to 
compete agaisnt bottled water and 
usually sells for about 15 cents less 
per gallon. 

Here is how it works. The cus- 
tomer takes his own plastic jug to the 


” vending machine, which is about the 


size of a soft drink machine. Inside’ 
the black box is a water meter, a 
filter, an ultraviolet light for 
disinfection. The water source is a 
small feeder line connected to the 
town's water pipe. 

The vending machine company's 
Propaganda usually extols the virtues 
of the “purified” water and how 
bacteria and contaminants have been 
removed from the water. The 
obvious implication being the town's 
water is contaminated, which is 
erroneous, 

The fact is that municipal water 
supplies are the most regulated and 
analyzed beverage in the country. 
There are 84 different paremeters 
that the EPA requires to be 


has ruled that the operators of these 
dispensers must adhere to the same 
requirements as a public water 
supply. This applies to anyone who 
treats or alters an approved 
municipal drinking water supply.. 
This means that a state certified 
operator must be in charge of and 
accept responsibility for the machine 
and its product. The same water 
quality tests must be performed as 
with the town's supply, Many 
vending machine operators are not 
aware of these requirements. 

Dogs it make any sense to re-filter 


the town's water supply, ‘which has _ 


already been put through carbon 
filters and meets all water quality 
standards? Not to me, but maybe I 
am biased. 

If the proponent of the vending 


machine at Lucci's can meet the 
DEP's and town's requirements, it 
might be appropriate to charge a 
higher than normal water rate for 
each gallon of town water he sells. A 
rate of five cents per gallon would be 
reasonable. After all, this entrepre- 
neur is making a profit on a product 
produced by the town. The town has 
invested millions of dollars in wells 
and water treatment plants. He has 
invested a minimal amount, but 
could realize a huge profit. To 
understand the magnitude of the 
profit, consider the cost of this 
vending machine operator compared 
to a bottled water company. He 
doesn't need to spend any money in 
developing a well or spring; doesn't 
have any boiling costs; doesn't have 
any shipping and delivery costs, and 
treatment costs are minimal since the 
town's water has already been 
treated. To put this in perspective, if 
the vending machine sold the water 
at 30 cents per gallon, it would be a 
100 percent increase over the price it 
bought it from the town. A tidy 
return on investment in any business. 
Altematives to tap water are be- 
coming more numerous. Consumers 
should understand the pros and cons 
of each before paying a premium

~Culvert, i 

Town officials in Wilmington are 
currently meeting with officials of 
the MBTA to try to resolve a 
long-standing problem with a 
culvert near Westdale Avertue. 

The culvert, say neighbors and 
town officials, is too small to 
handle water runoff from the 
development of the Treetops 
Nursing Home on nearby West 
Street. Town Manager Michael 
Caira said Monday engineers from 
the railroad plan to meet with 
engineers from the nursing home 
project and Town Engineer Harold 
Gillam to discuss possible solutions 
to the flooding problem in the 
neighborhood. 

"We'll meet until we can get 
some kind of resolution to that 
problem," Caira assured the local 
board of selectmen. 

Norfth ‘Wilmington platform 

Emergency vehicles may soon be 
able to go around downed railroad 
gates in North Wilmington once a 
temporary platform to unload 
passengers is built along the tracks 
off Middlesex Avenue. Town 
officials have been negotiating with 
officials from the MBTA to come 
up with a solution to what they 
consider a dangerous situation. 
Currently, when gates are down, 
emergency vehicles have to stop 


unti} passengers unload because the 
train blocks the road. Once'a 
temporary platform is in place, 
trains will pull past Middlesex 
Avenue allowing only emergency 
vehicles to pull around the gates.

MBTA spokesman 
Jim Ball told this paper the 
platform should be in place by 
early fall.

described is the European earwig, 
another accidental import going 
back to shortly after the turn of the 
century. Earwigs are not considered 
a serious problem in our gardens and 
their appearance in July and August 
is fairly common in most suburbs. 
Their pincers are used to grasp the 
aphids and other small insects they 
eat, and in this sense they are 
beneficial. Unfortunately, they also 
eat decaying vegetable matter and 
occasionally some fruits. Keeping 
your garden area free rubbish and 
rotting vegetation helps to keep their 
populations under control. If you 
notice a severe infestation, which is 
rare, a light dusting with rotenone 
(an organic pesticide) will help. 
Quoting from a letter signed by 
R.V. of Wilmington; "I have two 
Japanese plum trees that are afflicted 
with what I am told is "black knot." 
This appears as hard, dark colored 
growths on the small twigs and 
branches and seems to be spreading 
rapidly. Can you confirm this 
affliction? Is it a disease, or 
something caused by an insect? Is, 
there a cure for it and will it 
eventually spread to my nearby 
peach, cherry and apple trees?" 
Your problem has been correctly 
identified as "black knot." I can 
empathize with you since, as 
mentioned in this column last year, I 
have struggled with black knot on 
my several Stark plum trees for 
years. I have advised you by letter 
that the news is not good. There is no 
known control or cure for this 
particular disease. In my several 
communications with state 


agricultural schools and agencies, 
the response is always the same; 
fungicides will not counteract or. 
even slow down this internal disease, 
Although the outward evidence of 
the presence of black knot are the 
galls which girdle and strangle the 
branches, the disease is inside the 
outer bark, and spreads through the 
branch and twig network like a 
cancer. Until a cure is found, our 
only option is to cut out the galls as 
they form and burn them, to prevent 
further spose development, This is a 
delaying tactic at best, and eventually 
the infected tree should be cut down 
and burned. Wait a year, then 
replace and hope for the best. The 
good news is that your other fruit 
trees are impervious to black knot, 
which, hopefully, is some 
consolation, 

And from Wilmington, T.P.; 
reports a heavy infestation of "some 
kind of bug" on her yellow wax bean 
plants. From the description, my 
guess is that you have Mexican bean 
beetles, which most growers of 
beans eventually encounter. If the 
plants are left to their own devices, 
the entire crop can be lost. In a small 
garden, with a dozen or two 
plants,you should be able to stay 
ahead of them by hand picking them 
into a can of detergent or gasoline, 
In larger plantings, dusting the 
leaves with rotenone (including the 
undersides where the eggs and larvae 
congregate) usually works well

Elder Abuse Law 

In 1983 the state passed an Elder 
Abuse Law. 
regulations of the Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs. Under this law 
residents 60 years and older are 
protected by law from abuse and 
neglect. Since 1983 elder abuse 
incidents, reported have been increa- 
sing al a rapid rate, Every year we 
are finding more and more forms of 
abuse being inflicted on older 
persons. Added to the forms of 
mental and physical abuse that are 
noticeable on a senior, we are seeing 
financial exploitation, The Boston 
Globe a few months back carried 
front page stories of this type of 
abuse by lawyers, financial advisors 
along with family members, These 
stories were heartbreaking when 
told to reporters, by.men and women 
in their late 70s and 80s and some in 
the 90s, how they were swindled out 
of every penny they owned including 
their homes and left penniless. 

The other type of abuse added to 
the Elder Abuse Law is the "Elder at 
Risk." This abuse is by the elder 
person him/herself thorugh a variety 
of factors such as alcohol, drugs, 
mental health, dementia or physical 
illness will not accept help.

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Picture a hungry green torpedo

There aré fish to eat, fish that you 
catch for tournaments and contests, 
and then there is the Pike family. 

The local constituents of the Pike 
family are Chain Pickerel, North- 
em Pike and Muskellunge. All Pike 
are supposedly great eating, but the 
family is just too bony for me. Pike 
have an extra row of small bones 
through the middle of the fleshy 
parts which makes eating them a 
real.challenge. 

Muskies are featured performers 
in tournaments and contests in some 
northern states, such as Wisconsin 
and Minnesuta, but not here. The 
Largemouth Bass is the star of most 
fishing tournaments, although trout 
and salmon gain a share of attention 
in the big lakes of New Hampshire. 

A pity. Massachusetts has plent of 
native Chain Pickerel, which offer 
hours of fun, along with stocked 
Northern Pike and Tiger Muskies. 
Tiger Muskies are a sterile hybrid 
introduced to some waters to cut 
down on panfish overpopulations, 
while Northern Pike have accepted 
life in the Bay State, with gusto. 

Pike have "taken off” in the Con- 
cord River, the upper reaches ‘of 
the Charles River, and even Silver 
Lake in Wilmington gave up a few 
"keeper" size pike through the ice. 
A keeper pike, by the way, means 
28 inches, minimum. 

A Northern Pike of 15 pounds is 
good for a state pin, while Pickerel 
earn a pin at 4-pounds, 8-ounces. A 
mere 10 pounds.(ahem) is enough 
to win you a state award pin for a 
Tiger Muskie. 

Believe me, you'll have storics to 
tell after taking a 4-pound Pickerel 
in open water, and a 15-pound Pike 
might give you nightmares. Rumor 
has it that the Concord River holds 
a 25-pound Pike that has managed 
to snap the line of several anglers, 

The entire Pike family is an odd 
clan, with unique habits. 

Pike (and Pickerel, etc.) are only 
active during the day, and they're 
among the few local fish that are. 
As the sun sets, so does all the Pike. 
Also, they have the annoying habit 
of following your bait or lure right 
up to the boat, watching intently, 
and then they might or might not, 
attack, Who knows why? 

Pike prefer thick, weedy ponds, 
although you can catch Pickerel in 
the Merrimack River, where weeds 
are scarce. In thick cover, they lic 
in wait, utterly motionless, waiting 
for some unsuspecting baitfish or 
frog to paddle by. They they blast 
out of hiding, ripping across the 
surface and leaving huge "V" swirls 
behind. Occasionally, if your luck 
holds, you'll enjoy the spectacle of 
a Pike jumping out of the water and 
attacking its prey from above!! 

For a fun afternoon of fishing, a 
Pickerel expedition is hard to beat. 
If you can find the right place, full 
of little Pickerel, they'll keep you 
busy all day, one hit after another. I 
like Flint's Pond in Tyngsboro. 


Their diet consists almost entirely 
of fish and frogs, although stories 
abound: of huge Pike plucking the 
last duckling out of the line Mei 
Mama Duck. 

Try a floating Rapala right in ‘the 
middle of the weeds, twitching it or 
using a stop-and-go retrieve, which 
looks like an injured minnow. The 


Pickerel can see the offering from a 
long ways away, and they'll leave a 
"V-wake" across the surface as they 
charge in for the kill. The hardest 
part is hanging on, waiting for the 
murderous fish to connect. A frog 
lure in the shallows works a times, 
but minnow imitations are easier to 
use and perhaps more effective. 


A wire leader is acceptable to use 
for Pickerel or Pike fishing. While 
it may sound excessive, you'll soon 
sce the need after a big Pike cuts up 
your line with its razor teeth. 

My dad had a Pickerel Special he 
always used in thick weeds, and it 
provoked incredible strikes. He'd 
catch a yellow perch or two on the 


boat ride to the weedbed, and fillet 
both sides off the perch. He'd then 
cut the fillets into thin strips. 

Dad would then sink the hook into 
one end of the perch fillet, and that 
was all -- a strip of perch on a bare 
hook. He'd cast the fillet along the 
edge of weedbeds, then retrieve it 
with a snapping action. After a few 
minutes in the water the fillet went 
limp, and provided an undulating, 
slithery motion through the weeds, 

I once watched as Dad missed a 
big strike on the far edge of the lily 
pads, and the fish apparently chased 
the offering all the way across the 
weedbed, because it exploded under 
the fillet as soon as it cleared the 
pads on the near side! 


Pickerel, and Pike, are easiest to 
catch during winter, as they stock 
up on food in preparation for their 
spawning run, which takes place as 
the ice starts melting. They spawn 
early, then seem to disappear in the 
heat of summer, 

But they are out there. If you're 
out fishing in the Concord River 
for bass, you'd better be prepared 
for something much bigger, much 
faster and nasty-tempered to boot. 
There are Pike in the Concord that 
are as big as your leg, and they like 
to hit without warning. Somewhere 
under the boat there may be a Pike 
big enough to make you think twice 
about swimming in fresh water 
ever again.

Artist didn't know which 
way the wind was blowing 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Caroline M. Swain was for many 
years a school teacher in 
Wilmington. She was born in 1871, 
the daughter of a Civil War veteran 
named Charles W. Swain. There 
were two other sisters, Mary 
Gowing Swain, born in 1867 and 
Henrietta Ames Swain, born in 
1873. 

Caroline (born Carrie) and 
Henrietta taught in the Wilmington 
schools for many years, and after 
their death the High School on 
Middlesex Avenue, built in 1914 
was named for them, 

The three ladies were descendants 
of Capt. John Gowing, Jr., who 
commanded the Wilmington militia 
company after the American 
Revolution. 

John Gowing Jr. served as a 
corporal in the céimpany 
commanded by Capt. John Harnden 
during the seige of Boston, That 
company was one of three which 
had the duty of guarding Harvard 
College. 

The three companies did, not 
march to Bunker Hill, but as the 
battle progressed they were, one by 
one, sent ot the hill, with Harnden's 
company being the last. It did not 
participate in the actual fighting, 

Capt. John Gowing, after he was 
commanding the Wilmington 
militia, built a home for himself at 
the corner of what is now Lowell 
Street and Woburn Street. It was in 
that home which three Swain sisters 
lived, two teachers and one 
housekeeper. 

Charles Swain was the first 
secretary of the Gowing 
Association, His daughter Caroline 
served as secretary during the first 
meeting, and held that position for 
-over 40 years, 

This writer had Henrietta as a 
teacher in 1921, and Caroline in 
1923, 

This writer, while in the seventh 
grade class of Caroline, was 
undertaking the collection of US 
Postage stamps, as a hobby. 
Caroline noted this, and there came 
a day when she gave Larz her 
collection, which consisted mainly 
of the Commemorative stamps of 
the US Columbian issues of 1893. 
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The U.S. Columbian Issue of 1893 
was the first time that the United 
States paid attention to the 
discoveries of Columbus. It might 
be termed the most historic issue of 
all United States stamp sets because 
of this, 

There were 16 stamps in the set, 
ranging from one cent to $5. They 
commemorated the 400th anniver- 
sary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus. The stamps were first 
released at the Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago in 1893. 

Each of the 16 stamps portrays an 
episode in the life of Christopher 
Columbus. The one cent stamp 
portrays Columbus on the morning 
of Oct. 12, 1492 and the two cent 
stamp shows him landing on San 
Salvador, in the Bahamas, 

This story is accompanied with an 
enlarged two cent stamp picture. 

That particular stamp was the 
subject of ridicule, by ships’ 
officers, back in the 1930s, when 
this writer was serving on vessels 
that frequently made voyages 
between New York and the Panama 
Canal. 

Christopher Columbus was one of 
the finest of seamen.The stamp 
portrayed his landing as being with 
the wind behind him, He was 
landing on the east side of the island, 
with the wind blowing from the 
east, 

No seaman who was worthy of his 

me. would have done that, and the 
ship's officers knew that. Colum- 
bus, whether it was at San Salvador 
or at-another island, would have 
sailed around to the west side, the 
lee side, before landing. Good 
seamanship dictated such action. 

There was also a cross erected on 
the east side of San Salvador, to 
show where Columbus was thought 
to have landed. 

That item, too, was the subject of 
ridicule from ship's officers. 
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Embarking on the 
business of running a juice stand, Heather and 
Stacy Trecartin set up shop in their front yard on 
Parker Street in Wilmington.

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Jazzercize: have fun 
while keeping fit

Some of the women are dressed 
in leotards and tights. Others have 
chosen a looser costume of shorts 
and tee shirt. All of them are 
mirroring the cool down move- 
ments of Karen DiCecca, owner 
and instructor of the Jazzercise 
Fitness Center on Main Street in 
Wilmington, as she twines one leg 
over the other on a platform in the 
front of the room. 

Jazzercise ‘s a dance fitness pro- 
gram which gives an aerobics 
workout. Unlike many other fitness 
programs, Jazzercise combines the 
art of dance with the beat of 
popular and oldies tunes to make 
exercise fun. Devotees learn the 
dance lingo — terms like Chasse or 
short steps to the side, triplets, and 
jazz square. They learn to start 
slow with a six minute warm-up 
then build in intensity as they 
follow a 30 minute cardiovascalar 
workout to burn fat. They slow 
down then work on abdominals, 
legs, and the upper torso for a total 
60 minute experience that keeps 
them coming back for more. All 
along, they are cautioned to keep 
moving and work at their own 
pace, 

The benefits may not be obvious 
to the casual observor but they are 
‘there, According to Karen, Jazz- 
ercise not only burns fat and aids 
in weight loss but it also relieves 
stress, tones and firms muscles, 
strengthens heart and lungs, and 
helps build balance and especially 
coordination. It also puts less 
impacts on joints than high impact 
aerobics, 

Participants need not have a 
dance background because~ the 
program is "very basic with easy, 
follow-the-leader steps,” said Ka- 
ren, What they do need, however, 
are good aerobic sneakers which 
offer support during the various 
dance routines, Karen herself goes 
through a pair every few months as 
she heads classes several times a 
week, On this particular day she is 
heading three sessions because 
some of her part time instructors 
are on vacation. Part timers 
include veteran Joyce Flanagan, 
Laura Fahey, Pat Gale¢ Liz 
Douglas, and Kathy St. Jean. All 
instructors have been through 
training workshops at regional 
headquarters in Manchester, New 
Hampshire. They have also passed 
a physiology test and been trained 
in CPR. 

Jazzercise, explains Karen, has 
become very popular with all ages 
from 12 years on up. 

"This is fun; you forget that 
you're exercising,” said the in- 
structor. DiCecca goes on to add 
"We try to make it flexible because 
everyone has such crazy schedules. 
There’s'no long term contract; you 
don't have to sign your life away." 


The flexibility, apparently, is 
what appeals to fitness afficianados, 
many of whom come to the Wil- 
mington center, children in tow, to 
take advantage of the babysitting 
downstairs. Local moms Odette 
Kent and Melanie Sinclair have 
been attending for the three years 
DiCecca has been running the 
program, Odette is enthusiastic 
about all aspects of Jazzercise. 

"Thank God it's here. I think the 
location is wonderful. And you're 
not locked into one class — it's 
flexible," said Odette. © 

"It's fun, it's flexible, and it gets 
me out of the house,” sums up 
Melanie, who continued with clas- 
ses while she was carrying her son 
Kyle, now one year old. Both mo- 
thers take advantage of the baby; 
sitting available for a nominal fee. 

Though Jazzercise had its start 20 
years ago through founder Judi 
Sheppard Missett, it quickly spread 
from the western part of the 
country until now there are almost 
5,000 instructors offering classes 
throughout the United States and in 
more than 30 other countries. 

Karen bought into the California 
based franchise three years ago and 
began leading classes in area 
churches or wherever she found 
empty space and local interest. A 
year ago she took over her present 
location in the center of town, The 
building contains a Jarge, airy 
room with air-conditioning for the 
workouts, a small boutique area 
for the sale of colorful fitness out- 
fits with the Jazzercise logo, and a 
room. downstairs for the children. 

Besides choreographed dance ses- 
sions, Karen also offers a rélatively 
new Class in JazzerStep, similar to 
the new step aerobics. Though this 
class is currently offered only. at 
8:30 a.m. on Mondays, Karen-has 
plans to expand offerings in the 
fall. On Wednesday evenings she 
offers a 45 minute Fast and Fit 
class and a Stretch and Tone 
sessign, A total of 19 classes are 
offered seven days a week. In 
addition, residents interested in a 
“sensible, new" eating plan are 
encouraged to learn more about the 
Rainbow Food Plan. This plan is 
under the direction of a certified 
staff member and teaches members 
how to avoid counting calories and, 
instead, rely on planning weight 
loss menus around each food 
group. New this year, too, are 
Jazzercise birthday parties which 
allow the birthday child and her 
guests to dance their way through 
shorter Jazzercise routines, What 
the children seem to like best, 
though, is talking or singing into 
the microphone on the small stage, 
laughs Karen,

‘ot rods, music, hot 
rods, girls, hot rods, 
cruisin’ and hot rods 


were many of things that marked 
the life of a teenager and those 
men into their early 20’s during 
the 1950's and John T. Brackett's 
book “The Dominators” (Marcus 
Press, $14.95) pretty much covers 
the field. 

Brackett's self- “published book 

» is his memoirs of his-ftiends and 
acquaintances in the Dominators 
of Watertown, a club that the 
author helped co-found and which 
he served as vice-president for 
much of its existence, 

It traces the life of Brackett 
from the age of 14, when he first 
became interested in cars in 1954, 

- until about 1961. when wedding 

‘bells started to break up the old 
gang, 

Brackett admits that the book 
contains some enhancement of the 
truth but that 80 to 90 percent of it 
is real fact. It is also laced with 
the music of the day as Brackett 
recalls many of the songs and the 
groups that sang them on the 
radio, 

He stressed that none of the 
facts contain “sex, drugs or vio- 
lence, although a couple of the 
kids had fistfights (which are 


described in the book).” 

Stories about girls are kept at a 
minimum but Brackett lets the 
reader know that the opposite sex 
did share some space in the minds 
of club members, 

One item that has not been 
cleaned up is the street talk lan- 
guage, as Brackett attempts to 
recreate some of the conversations 
word for descriptive word. 

The story contains items of 
interest to many facets of readers, 
especially those rekindling their 
love for the hot machines that 
were made from the parts of many 
cars of various makes and years. 

However, it is a story of human 
interest as well, BracKett uses a 
subtlety in describing the insecuri 
ty.of teenage youths who want to 
belong but must get over fears of 
rejection. 

He takes the trip down the road 
of loyalty and to the fork where 
the decision must be made to 
make a break or stay with the 
gang. 

At the age of 18, Brackett, in 
the guise of his main character 
Jack Parker, made that decision 
and dropped out of Boston 
College (just as he did in real life) 
to remain in the Dominators. 

The Dominators were a real 
life club. They rode the streets of 
Watertown and Brighton and trav-

eled to places such as Adventure 
Car Hop, the hot, Route 1, 
Saugus, restaurant of the era. 

As Brackett explained during 
an interview, the main goal of the 
Dominators was to build hot rods 
and to try to change the percep- 
tion that many people had of hot 
rodders. 

The first step the club took 
after forming was to be chartered 
by the Watertown Police 
Department. This entailed draw- 
ing up a set of rules and regula- 
tions that were strictly followed. 

Among these were regulations 
such as any member being given a 
speeding ticket would have to pay 
the fine to the courts and a match- 
ing amount to the club. 

However, one rule. of the club 
was only broken and enforced one 
time. Brackett recalled that any 
member of the club who was 
caught driving while under the 
influence of alcohol was immedi- 
ately dropped from the 
Dominators. 

The club also had courtesy 
cards printed and members would 
hand them out to motorists who 
were in need of help on the road- 
ways, 

The card stated: “You have 
been assisted by a member of the 
Dominators. 

"A club striving to show rod- 
ding AS JT IS! NOT AS PEOPLE 
THINK IT IS. For further infor- 
mation contact: Ray Murphy” (the 
club’s first president), 

The Dominators contains a 
continuing story line and Brackett 
has even included a former mem- 
ber of another hot rod club who 
keeps reappearing as the villain. 


It is a book about ingenuity and 
describes life as it was lived on 
the drag strips of Orange, 
Sanford, Maine and Charlestown, 
Rhode Island. 

The story of the conception of 
The Dominators and its recent 
publication is almost worthy of a 
book in itself.

MALDEN - Butt out is the 
word at Malden Hospital which 
has just become one of the first 
community hospitals in the area to 
implement a plan to create a total- 
ly smoke-free environment. 

A committee of both smoking 
and non-smoking hospital person- 
nel recommended the policy 


which was expected to cause 
some problems although several 
staff members already report that 
they have cut down on the number 
of cigarettes they smoke during 
the work day, and some report 
added incentive to quit smoking 
entirely. 

According to Malden Hospital 
President Stanley Krygowski, a 
few other area hospitals are join- 
ing Malden in pursuing an aggres- 
sive no-smoking policy. And 
Malden Hospital Executive Vice 
President Robert Rulison of 
Reading reports that the hospital 
commends the staff for coopera- 
tion which made the transition 
“fairly easy.” 


STONEHAM - Stoncham's 
composting program which cost 
the town $27,772 to implement 
shows a $9,257 profit since it 
began last October. 

Despite the increased workload 
it entails in the Department of 
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Public Works, Town Engineer 
Robert Grover terms the program 
well worth the effort - it met the 
state mandate of removing leaves 
from the solid waste stream and 
saved money also. 

Having collected and compost- 
ed 570 tons of leaves since the 
fall, the Town has avoided 
$37,029 in RESCO incinerator 
tipping fees. 


WOBURN - In order to keep 
recreation programs going during 
these financial times, Director 
Thomas Jones and the Woburn 
Recreation Commission recently 
investigated the possibility of 
allowing selected vendors to open 
on city grounds while programs 
are in-progress - in return for con- 
tributions to the Recreation 
Department. 

According to the plan, other 
vendors would be required to stay 
off city property but could work 
from the street. 


The Recreation Department 
budget is $173,000 for fiscal ‘93, 
including $51,000 for salaries, 
$61,000 for programs and 
$60,000 for maintenance. 

This year’s budget cuts mean 
that the city’s three public pools 
will close a week early, about the 


smiddle of August.because the 


budget for lifeguards was cut 
from $20,000 to $16,000. 

The cuts also resulted in the 
reduction of playground leaders 
from two to one at the Clapp 
School, Green Street and Library 
Parks. 

And in matters of love or 
money ... the tennis courts are suf- 
fering also.

Both mothers and fathers in the 
Boston area are working hard, 
according to a recent survey of 
families about family work habits. 
When asked what kind of work 
the mom in the family does, a 
majority indicated that mom 
works fifil-time for pay and her 
primary reason for working out- 
side the home is to earn money 
for necessities. Most families are 
using child care, perhaps to enable 
both parents' working, 

Over 950 families throughout 
the Boston area were asked about 
their family's work practices dur- 
ing the Ground Round's most 
recent "Family Counts" survey 
managed by the independent 
research firm, Decision Makers of 
Tiverto, Rhode Island. Even with 
a majority of moms working out- 
side the home, surveyed families 
thought dad worked the longest 
hours in the family, and if he 
could have any job in the world, 
families felt dad would want to be 
a movie star, Children are con- 
tributing to the household work, 
with most expected to clean up 
their toys. 

The Family and Work "Family 
Counts Survey" was conducted 
July 10 through 12 at the 20 
Ground Round restaurants in the 
Boston area, Ground Round has 
initiated the ongoing "Family 
Counts” survey program to sup- 
port its commitment to the 
American family and give voice 
to family opinions on a variety of 
topics: 

When asked about the work 
habits of the mother in the family, 
Boston area families in the survey 
reported that a full 58 percent of 
moms work full-time with pay,

The prima- 
ry reason surveyed families said 
mom worked outside the home to 
earn money for extras for the fam~ 
ily or herself, while other moms 
work because they enjoy the work 
(15%)-or to Save money for later 
use (12%). 

With 82 percent of moms 
working full-time or part-time 
outside the home, the question of 
who works the most hours in the 
family was of interest to the 
"Family Counts" survey. Fifty 
percent of families said that dad 
works the longest hours, with 22 
percent saying mom works the 
most hours and 17 percent saying 
mom and dad worked the same 
number of hours. 

Children contribute to family 
work as well, When asked which 
household chore other than clean- 
ing up their bedroom was most 
expected of children in the family, 
the top choice, at 35 percent, was 
picking up toys and putting them 
away, followed by taking out the 
trash at 26 percent. Other chores 
expected of kids are setting or 
clearing off the dinner table 
(20%), taking care of the family 
pet(12%) and doing yard work 
(7%). 

Finally, when asked if dad< 
could have any job in the world 
which would he most want, 30 
percent of families surveyed said 
dad would want to be a movie 
Star. Twenty percent reported that 
dad would want to be a doctor, 
with a lifeguard at a beach (19%), 
President of the United States 
(18%) and an astronaut (13%)

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"A Stranger Among Us”

A tough New York cop, played 
by Melanie Griffith, goes under- 
cover in a strict, Hassidic commu- 
nity to catch a killer. As the cop 
adjusts to the rigid religious 
lifestyle of this close knit commu- 
nity, she discovers a peace of 
mind that had heretofore eluded 
her. As she falls for the pious:son 
of a local Rebbe, or religious 
leader, his family finds her to be a 
refreshing, if somewhat freakish, 
visitor, 

Okay, so "A Stranger Among 
Us" sounds like the second cousin 
of "Witness," the 1985 movie in 
which detective Harrison Ford 
hides out in an Amish community 
and falls for local lass Kelly 
McGillis. No arguing the fact that 
originality is not this flick's, or 
Hollywood's, strong point. 
Luckily, the end result is enter- 
taining anyway. 

Though this is a detective 
Story, it's mofe about the people 
involved and not the mechanisms 
of the mystery. You may not be 
able to figure out the plot immedi- 
ately, but it doesn't take much to 
see where it's headed,, However, 
the characters are quite distinctive 
from most in the genre, We learn 
about these people, their back- 
grounds, their beliefs, In most cop 
movies realism is a close-up of a 
gunshot wound; here it comes 
from within the people. Not that 


it's all chatter. There's enough 
cops and robber action to keep the 
story moving along. 


Griffith's character is a cow- 
boy. A cop so macho no one 
wants to team up with her after 
her renegade antics put her last 
partner, and lover, in the hospital 
with a blade in his belly, Wanting 
to keep her out of trouble, her 
captain gives her a low key case 
in the Hassidic community. A 
jeweler had disappeared with 
three bags of diamonds. His fami- 
ly and friends insist he's not that 
kind of guy. Griffith, whose seen 
everything, figures otherwise. 
Afid then they find the body. 

Figuring it to be an inside job, 
Griffith moves in with the Rebbe 
and his grown son and daughter, 
The daughter (Mia Sara) helps her 
learn the ways of the Hassidim. 
The son (Eric Thal) discovers he 
loves Griffith's mind. The attrac- 
tion is mutual. And as she roots 
around for her murder suspect, 
Griffith also discovers that there is 
much to be gained from the gen- 
tleness and caring of these people 
and their absolute faith. There is 
nothing dramatic in her change, 
but as her character grows, so 
does our interest, 

Director Sidney Lumet was 
very careful not to make the 
Hassidic people all fuzzy and 
warm, The movie is not complete- 
lysfree.of hokum, but Lumet dis- 
plays the vitality of these people 
as well as the freedom that comes 
with such a concrete sense of 
community, even if their lifestyle 
seems repressive to outsiders. It is 
a lesson not lost on Griffith. The 
actress turns in one of her better

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The historic home of the Opry turns 100. 


When the Union Gospel 
Tabernacle first opened its doors 
in 1892, only a prophet could 
have foreseen that a century later 
200,000 devout country music 
fans would annually pay homage 
to it as a shrine and The Mother 
Church of Country Music, 

This year Nashville's taberna- 
cle, now renowned as the Ryman 
Auditorium, is celebrating its first 
century. The grand ole edifice is 
perhaps best known as the long- 
time home of the Grand Ole Opry. 
The Ryman also has a rich history 
beyond the popular radio show 
which it housed for only 31 of the 
structure's 100-year history. 


change the building's name to the 
Ryman Auditorium. 

Because of its size and remark- 
able acoustics, the Union Gospel 
Tabernacle was a popular place 
for entertainment’as well as reli- 
gious services and political rallies. 


Opera, symphonies, bands and 
ballet, popular in tum-of-the-cen- 
tury Nashville, brought entertain- 
ment to the Ryman stage includ- 
ing tenor Enrico Caruso, Eduard 
Strauss and the Vienna Orchestra, 
Victor Herbert and the Pittsburgh 
Orchestra, John Philip Sousa and 
his band, and the New York 
Symphony directed by Walter 
Damrosch.

"There have been several chap- 
ters in the Ryman's storied history 
but it has always contributed sub- 
stantially to the-spirit and charac- 
ter of Nashville," said Steve 
Buchanan, marketing manager for 
the Grand Ole Opry. "First, it 
served as a religious hub during 
the South's spiritual revival of the 
1889's, then as a cultural stage for 
‘The Athens of the South’ and 
finally as the home of the Grand 
Ole Opry for Music City USA." 

It was designed by architect 
A.T, Thompson, Many of the 
workmen reduced their fees to 
work on the building, and people 
from all religious denominations 
donated money. 

When Captain Ryman died in 
1904, 4,000 people attended his 
funeral in the tabernacle, and, led 
by Jones, they voted on the spot to 


The Ryman became the city's 
theater in 1920. when Nashville's 
last legitimate theater was tumed 
into-a movie and vaudeville 
house, a» 

From the 1920's to the 1950s, 
some of the stars who performed 
on the Ryman stage were dancers 
Isadora Duncan, Anna Pavlova 
and Martha Graham; humorists 
Will Rogers, W.C. Fields, Harpo 
Marx and Mae West; actors Helen 
Hayes, Katharine Hepburn, Basil 
Rathbone, Orson Wells, Bela 
Lugosi, Ethel Barrymore, Maurice 
Evans; singers Mariah Anderson, 
Helen Traubel, Nelson Eddy, 
Jeanette MacDonald and Grace 
Moore; classical musicians Arthur 
Rubinstein, Ignacy Paderewski, 
Yehudi Menuhin and Jascha 
Heifetz; Spike Jones and his

At the same time the Ryman 
was gaining recognition as an 
entertainment site, "The Solemn 
Old Judge," George D. Hay, was 
creating a tradition that was to 


become an international phe-~ 


nomenon and the world's longest 
running radio show -- the Grand 
Ole Opry. 

The Opry began as the WSM 
Barn Dance in 1925, broadcast 
from a small radio studio in 
downtown Nashville. 

Soon, crowds began to fill 
WSM's corridors on Saturday 
nights, and more space was need- 
ed. WSM then built its Studio 
"C," which would accommodate 
500 - but the demand grew. 


The Opry was moved to a 
movie theater, then to the Dixie 
Tabernacle with its sawdust floors 
and rough benches, In 1939, it 
relocated in the War Memorial 
Auditorium, and WSM began 
charging -- 25¢ -- to keep the 
crowds down. It didn't work. 

Finally, in 1943, the Opry 
moved into the Ryman 
Auditorium, and the two remained 
together for 31 years. 

The Ryman could seat 3,000, 
and rarely was a seat vacant on a 
Saturday night. The lines for Opry 
admission began to form early on 
Saturday morning, and by late 
afternoon, they extended around 
the building and down Broadway. 

The Ryman was not air condi- 
tioned. On summer nights, the 
temperature could soar to dver 
100 degrees, but no one seemed to 
mind as long as there was music. 

The Opry began to attract fans 
from across America and foreign 
countries, ~and—the—Ryman 
Auditorium became a landmark 
for country music. 

In 1963, WSM purchased the 


building from, the Ryman 
Auditorium Corporation, and the 
name-was officially changed to 
the Grand Ole Opry House. 

In 1971, the Ryman was listed 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places. © 


Finally in the 1970s, WSM had 
Ao decide whether to renovate the 
building or to move to a new 
home. A decision was finally 
made to move, and on March 16, 
1974, President Richard Nixon 
officially opened the Opry's new 
home at Opryland USA. 
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The new structure is handsome 
and equipped with the latest tech- 
nical facilities for radio, television 
and stage production. It has an 
audience capacity of 4,400. 

Still, on Friday and Saturday 
nights, rarely is a seat left untaken 
when the Grand Ole Opry goes on 
the air. 


But even though the Opry 
doesn't broadcast from the Ryman 
anymore, the building is still open 
to the public and is maintained as 
an historical landmark. It is open 
daily from 8:30 to 4:30 p.m. for 


visitors who pay $2.50 to walk. 
across the stage and stand in 
dressing rooms once used by their 
favorite country music stars. 

The Ryman continues to be the 
most popular stop on sightseeing 
tours, Today the tabernacle is a 
shrine to thousands of country 
music devotees who wander on 
stage, make their picture against 
the old barn backdrop and stand at 
the microphone. They are still 
moved by the spirit of American 
history and country music that 
remain alive inside the Ryman's 
hallowed walls,

Trying to deal with child abuse 


In recent years, experts have 
declared the child abuse and 
neglect problem an epidemic; 
cases have overflowed our hospi- 
tals, foster care homes, social 
worker case loads and court dock- 
ets. The Bush Administration has 
issued a national call to arms, and 
responding to that call, the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services has developed an initia- 
tive that will involve local com- 
munities, businesses, school, par- 
ents and children, 

The Extent of the Problem. 

Child abuse was formally rec- 
ognized by the medical profession 
in 1961 as the "battered-child syn- 
drome." 

*An estimated 2.4 million cases 
of suspected child abuse, child 
sexual abuse and child neglect are 
reported to child protective agen- 
cies each year. Since 1980, reports 
of child abuse have quadrupled. 

«lavestigations confirmed over 
1,5 million cases of child abuse 
and neglect in 1990, And more 
than three children die each day in 
the United States from abuse and 
neglect. 

The link between substance 
abuse and child abuse has 
Strengthened over the yéars. 
Parental abuse of alcohol and use 
of other drugs has been identified 
as a-major factor contributing to 
child malueatment and death. It is 
estimated that nearly 10 million 


children under age 18 are affected 
in some way by the substance 
abuse of their parents. 

*Child maltreatment often has 
negative short and long term 
effects on children's mental health 
and development. For example, 
abused and neglected children fre- 
quently suffer drops in IQ and an 
increase in learning disabilities, 
depression and drug use. 


+The effects of child abuse are 
sometimes obvious even decades 
later. The effects are often perva- 
sive: mental, physical and social 
in nature. Suicide, violence, delin- 
quency, drug and alcohol abuse 
and other forms of criminality are 
frequently child-abuse related. 

Studies of udults show that 
15% to 38% of women report 
experiences of various types of 
sexual victimization during child- 
hood and adolescence, and about 
10% of men report sexual abuse 
during childhood and adoles- 
cence. 

Although child abuse occurs 
in all racial, ethnic, cultural and 
socioeconomic groups, physical 
abuse and neglect are more likely 
among people in poverty. 
Reflecting the high ratcs of pover- 
ty among cthnic minorities, 
minority children enter the child 
protection system in dispropor- 
tionately large numbers. 

The Administration's Plan to 


Fight Child Abuse 

Secretary Sullivan challenges 
all Americans to take personal 
responsibility to curb the skyrock- 
eting number of cases. The HHS 
four-part initiative: 

*Call national attention to the 
problem and provide ways we can 
all make a dilference through the 
"Show You Care” campaign. 

«Involve local government and 
civic leaders,in the cffort-through 
national and regional meetings - 
to build coalitions and local 
Strategies for preventing abuse 
and neglect and helping vulnera- 
ble children and families. 

*Integrate service between 
HHS and other federal agencies to 
increase the cllectiveness of ser- 
vices related to child abuse, 

*Streamline the department's 
ability to respond to the needs of 
vulnerable children and those 
serving them. 

President Bush and Secretary 
Sullivan are providing better coor- 
dination of programs to improve 
service to families, increased 
funding for research, improved 
treatment services, better financ- 
ing for treatment services for fam- 
ilies, improved collection of child 
welfare and child health data that 
has bearing on child abuse and 
neglect, improved recruitment and 
training of child protection work- 
ers and increased public aware- 
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ness of child abuse and neglect, 


The Department of Health and 
Human Services takes the position 
it is not enough to treat the 
results of child abuse and neglect, 
instead the root causes and soci- 
etal trends need to be addressed. 


*HHS is supporting prevention 
programs to stop child abuse 
before it occurs. For example, an 
average case of child abuse costs 
at least $2,000 for an investigation 
and short-term treatment. And the 
costs increase significantly when 
a child must be hospitalized or put 
in foster care, 


+The National Center on Child 
Abuse and Neglect (NCCAN), the 
federal authority on child abuse 
and neglect, issued more than $65 
million in grants to states and 
organizations for research, 
demonstration projects in preven- 
tion, intervention and treatment 
programs in 1990, 


*One $19.5 million grant pro- 
gram, the Emergency Child Abuse 
and Neglect Prevention Services 
Program, addresses the problem 
of child abuse and neglect by sub- 
stance-abusing parents.
